Mr. Flyn n Tells How It Happen ed . 
J. C. Flyn n , of Little Falls, has his 
sid e of the story in regard to the late 
lamen ted Forty-sixth d istrict con ven ­ 
tion , published in the Min n eapolis 
Times as follows: 
He claims that it was the result of 
a combin ation which he had mad e 
with Lee, an d that the latter was fully 
cogn izan t of what was goin g to hap­ 
pen before the last ballot was cast. 
The con ven tion was composed of 15 
d elegates, which required n in e to 
n omin ate. 
Flyn n had but three votes 
in the ballot preced in g the last, an d 
it has been charged that Lee's plan 
to throw the five Tod d coun ty votes to 
Flyn n was simply to frighten the 
Brain erd d elegation so that they 
would aban d on Lum an d come to 
Lee on the n ext ballot, which would 
have n omin ated the latter. Mr. Flyn n 
d en ies this statemen t in toto. 
He 
says that he an d Lee met in his office 
immed iately after supper the n ight 
that the n omin ation was mad e an d 
that there Lee agreed to throw his 
five votes to Flyn n when ever the lat­ 
ter could secure four other votes. Mr. 
Flyn n 
claims that 
the Bramerd 
d elegation was 
obd urate an d ab­ 
solutely refused to talk of a com­ 
promise, or an y man except Lum. 
They even wen t so far as to assert 
that they had n o secon d choice. 
Ac­ 
cord in g to Mr. Flyn n both Morrison 
an d Tod d coun ties were bitterly op­ 
posed to Lum, so that the on ly thin g 
left for himself an d Lee was to com­ 
bin e. At that time Lum had eight 
votes, five from Crow W mg coun ty 
an d three from 
Morrison coun ty; 
Flyn n had three yotes, on e from Mor­ 
rison an d two from Mille Lacs; an d 
Lee had five votes from Tod d coun ty. 
In other word s, Lum had half of the 
votes of the con ven tion , so that it was 
n ecessary for Flyn n an d Lee n ot on ly 
to combin e their total stren gth, bat 
also to secure oue vote from Lum’s 
followin g. Mr. Flyn n says that be 
would have con sen ted to Lee's uomin - 
ation , if he had been able to d eliver 
his three votes to the Tod d ooun ty 
statesman . 
This he claims he could 
n ot d o on the groun d that the Mille 
Lacs d elegation would n ot con sen t to 
go to Lee. 
This left Flyn n an d Lee 
but two courses to pursue—etther to 
withd raw an d n omin ate Lum by ac­ 
clamation , or to agree that the latter 
should d eliver his five votes to the 
former as soon as he could secure 
lour other votes. The latter plan was 
ad opted , accord in g to Mr. Flyn n ’s 
statemen t yesterd ay. 
The chairman 
of the Tod d coun ty d elegation was 
in structed in the terms of the d eal, 
an d had his five Flyn n ballots in his 
vest pocket read y to cast them when 
the proper time arrived . The con ­ 
ven tion met an d the votin g was re­ 
sumed , the three can d id ates stan d in g 
precisely as they had d on e before 
supper. The Flyn n men then wen t 
to work to secure the extra vote. 
Delegate Staples, of Little Falls, who 
was elected as a Flyn n man an d had 
d eserted for Lum after about the 
seven ty-fifth ballot, was the man ap­ 
proached to cast the d ecid in g vote. 
After con sid erable work he was pre- 
sn ad ed to cast two or tlpree ballots for 
Flyn n . 
The secretary of the con ven ­ 
tion was a party to the Flyn n d eal, 
an d when it was learn ed that Staples 
was goin g to chan ge he purposely 
reversed the ord er of callin g the 
coun ties an d called Morrison first. 
Staples cast his vote per agreemen t, 
the tip was given to the Toad coun ty 
d elegation , an d the ballot showed 
that Flyn n had n in e votes, Ln rn seven , 
an d Lee n on e. 
The con ven tion broke 
up in d isord er an d the charge was at 
on ce mad e by the Lum men that the 
extra vote had been secured by cor­ 
rupt mean s. Mr. Flyn n , however, 
d en ies that he spen t a cen t of mon ey 
illegitimately to secure his n omin a­ 
tion an d sa> s that he simply plaved a 
little d eception on Staples, the latter 
n ot bein g aware that Tod d coun ty 
was goin g to switch.

Mr. Flynn Tells How It Happened. 
J. C. Flynn, of Little Falls, has his 
side of the story in regard to the late 
lamented Forty-sixth district conven­ 
tion, published in the Minneapolis 
Times as follows: 
He claims that it was the result of 
a combination which he had made 
with Lee, and that the latter was fully 
cognizant of what was going to hap­ 
pen before the last ballot was cast. 
The convention was composed of 15 
delegates, which required nine to 
nominate. Flynn had but three votes 
in the ballot preceding the last, and 
it has been charged that Lee’s plan 
to throw the five Todd county votes to 
Flynn was simply to frighten the 
Brainerd delegation so that they 
would abandon Luna and come to 
Lee on the next ballot, which would 
have nominated the latter. Mr. Flynn 
demos this statement in toto. 
He 
says that he and Lee met in his office 
immediately after slipper the night 
that the nomination was mads and 
that there Lee agreed to throw his 
five votes to Flynn whenever the lat­ 
ter could secure four other votes. Mr. 
Flynn 
claims that 
the Brainerd 
delegation was 
obdurate and ab­ 
solutely refused to talk of a com­ 
promise, or any man except Lum. 
They even went so far as to assert 
that they had do second choice. Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Flynn both Morrison 
and Todd counties were bitterly op­ 
posed to Lum, so that the only thing 
left for himself and Lee was to com­ 
bine. At that time Lum had eight 
votes, five from Crow Wing county 
and three from Morrison county; 
Flynn had three votes, one from Mor­ 
rison and two from Mille Lacs; and 
Lee had five votes from Todd county. 
In other words, Lum had half of the 
votes of the convention, so that it was 
necessary for Flynn and Lee not only 
to combine their total strength, but 
also to secure one vote from Lum’s 
following. Mr. Flynn says that he 
would have consented to Lee’s nomin­ 
ation, if he had been able to deliver 
his three votes to the Todd county 
statesman. This he claims he could 
not do on the ground that the Mille 
Lacs delegation would not consent to 
go to Lee. 
This left Flynn and Lee 
but two courses to pursue—etther to 
withdraw and nominate Lum by ac­ 
clamation, or to agree that the latter 
should deliver his five votes to the 
former as soon as he could secure 
lour other votes. The latter plan was 
adopted, according to Mr. Flynn’s 
statement yesterday. 
The chairman 
of the Todd county delegation was 
instructed in the terms of the deal, 
and had his five Flynn ballots in his 
vest pocket ready to cast them when 
the proper time arrived. The con­ 
vention met and the voting was re­ 
sumed, the three candidates standing 
precisely aa they had done before 
supper. The Flynn men then went 
to work to secure the extra vote. 
Delegate Staples, of Little Falls, who 
was elected as a Flynn man and had 
deserted for Lum after about the 
seventy-fifth ballot, was the man ap­ 
proached to cast the deciding vote. 
After considerable work he was pre- 
suaded to cast two or tlpree ballets for 
Flynn. The secretary of the conven­ 
tion was a party to the Flynn deal, 
and when it was learned that Staples 
was going to change he purposely 
reversed the order of calling the 
counties and called Morrison first. 
Staples cast his vote per agreement, 
the tip was given to the Todd county 
delegation, and the ballot showed 
that Flynn had nine votes, Lum seven, 
and Lee none. The convention broke 
up in disorder and the charge was at 
once made by the Lum men that the 
extra vote had been secured by cor­ 
rupt means. Mr. Flynn, however, 
denies that he spent a cent of money 
illegitimately to secure his nomina­ 
tion and sa>s that he simply played a 
little deception on Staples, the latter 
not being aware that Todd county 
was going to switch.

If there are any more of Sitting H ull’s peo­ 
ple out he does not know whur« they can be. 
Gen. Hrooke rej<orts tbe arrival of Iriend- 
ly Indians at tbe Hud I-ands cam p and say s 
the capture of Sitting Hull's people and 
Big Foot’s Forces will aid the efforts of the 
frieudlies to bring in the hostile*.

in, but arc w ithheld by the threats ot K ick­ 
ing Hear, one of Sitting Hull’s ag ents.

Indians, including women and children, 
who are badly arm ed, coming on to join 
those iu the Had Lands.

m ent.” 
T hat the com m ittee is charg ed with the 
dutv ot iuvo.d¡g ating the threatened Indian 
outbreuk in the West and the causes there- 
o . w hether luy lect by the g overnm ent of 
its’treaty oblig ations with tha Indians or 
the tardy or inadeq uate fulfiLment o. such 
oblig ations on the j» art o f the g overnm ent 
had any thing to do with the turbulent state 
of « IFuin» existiu • ainotiir the Indians. 
Tls at the com in ilt ee shall Pave power to 
apfxitiit cabcommittei-s aud to travel from 
point to |*oint as may he necessary , and in 
doing so it is authorized to use g overnm ent 
convey ances and means of traioportntiou.

An A m erican Navy. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 
The story of the American navy is 
an inexhaustible fountain of inspira­ 
tion. No page in the history of the 
race is brighter than that which tells 
of the deeds wrought to sustain the 
primacy of “Colombia" as the “gem 
of the ocean." England, long the 
mistress of tile seas, cannot in the 
interval since the uprising of the col­ 
onies, show a braver record. Wher­ 
ever the British drum-beat is heard 
are celebrated the g’ories of Tralal- 
gar and the Nile, and the Baltic and 
a thousand other victories. 
But 
who shall say that any of these sur­ 
passed the valorous achievements of 
our second conflict with the mother 
country, when she was taught for 
the first time, that Britannia did 
not necessarily rule the wave? We 
have only in justification, to point 
to “Old Ironsides," to gallant Law­ 
rence in the Chesapeake, to Ferry on 
Luke Erie, to McDonough on Lake 
Champlain, and to the American pri­ 
vateers which in 1812—’15swept the 
Atlantic free of English commerce. 
Passing to a later day we recall the 
lesson taught by Decatur on the 
Barbary coast and the admonition 
conveyed to the Mexicans a Vera 
Cruz. And what combat shall fur­ 
nish the parallel to the work of the 
navy in tile civil war? Its triumphs 
adorn the proudest places in Ameri­ 
can history. What emotions well 
up as the eye reverts to marvelous 
strides taken by “Uncle Sam’s web 
feet;" as it traces the establishment 
of a three thousand-mile blockade; 
the victory in Hampton Roads; the 
energy and fidelity of Dupont and 
Dahlgren at Charleston; the services 
of grand old Foote and Porter and 
\Yralke on “inland river aud broad 
bayou;" the mad assaults of poor 
Jack at Sumter and Fisher; the ex­ 
ploits of Cushing and the Alttemarle;

Mr. Flynn Tells How It Happened. 
J. C. Flynn, of Little Fall#, has his 
side of the story in regard to the late 
lamented Forty-sixth district conven­ 
tion, published in the Minneapolis 
Times as follows: 
He claims that it was the result of 
a combination which he had made 
with Lee, and that the latter was fulJj’ 
cognizant of what was going to hap­ 
pen before the last ballot was cast. 
The convention was composed of 15 
delegates, which required nine to 
nominate. 
Flynn had but three votes 
in the ballot preceding the last, and 
it has been charged that Lee’s plan 
to throw the five Todd county votes to 
Flynn was simply to frighten the 
Brainerd delegation 
so that they 
would abandon Lum and come to 
Lee on the next ballot, which would 
have nominated the latter. Mr. Flynn 
demes this statement in toto. 
He 
says that he and Lee met in his office 
immediately after supper the night 
that the nomination was made and 
that there Lee agreed to throw his 
live votes to Flynn whenever the lat­ 
ter could secure four other votes. Mr. 
Flynn 
claims that 
the Brainerd 
delegation was 
obdurate and ab­ 
solutely refused to talk of a com­ 
promise, or any man except Lum. 
They even went so far as to assert 
that they had no second choice. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Flynn both Morrison 
and Todd counties were bitterly op­ 
posed to Lum, so that the only thing 
eft for himself and Lee was to com­ 
bine. At that time Lum had eight 
votes, five from Crow Wing county 
and three from 
Morrison county; 
Flynn had three yotes, one from Mor­ 
rison and two from Mille Lacs; and 
Lee had five votes from Todd county. 
In other words, Lum had half of the 
votes of the convention, so that it was 
necessary for Flynn and Lee not only 
to combine their total strength, but 
also to secure one vote from Lum’s 
following. 
Mr. Flynn says that he 
would have consented to Lee’s nomin­ 
ation, if he had been able to deliver 
his three votes to the Todd county 
statesman. 
This he claims he could 
not do on the ground that the Mille 
Lacs delegation would not consent to 
go to Lee. 
This left Flynn and Lee 
but two courses to pursue—etther to 
withdraw and nominate Lum by ac­ 
clamation, or to agree that the latter 
should deliver his five votes to the 
former as soon as he could secure 
four other votes. The latter plan was 
adopted, according to Mr. Flynn’s 
statement yesterday. 
The chairman 
of the Todd county delegation was 
instructed in the terms of the deal, 
and had his five Flynn ballots in his 
vest pocket ready to cast them when 
the proper time arrived. 
The con­ 
vention met and the voting was re­ 
sumed, the three candidates standing 
precisely as they had done before 
supper. 
The Flynn men then went 
to work to secure the extra vote. 
Delegate Staples, of Little Falls, who 
was elected as a Flynn man and had 
deserted for Lum after about the 
seventy-fifth ballot, was the man ap­ 
proached to cast the deciding vote. 
After considerable work he was pre- 
suaded to cast two or tfyree ballots for 
Flynn. 
The secretary of the conven­ 
tion was a party to the Flynn deal, 
and when it was learned that Staples 
was going to change he purposely 
reversed the order of calling the 
counties and called Morrison first. 
Staples cast his vote per agreement, 
the tip was given to the Todd county 
delegation, and the ballot showed 
that Flynn had nine votes, Lum seven, 
and Lee none. 
The convention broke 
up in disorder and the charge was at 
once made by the Lum men that the 
extra vote had been secured by cor­ 
rupt means. Mr. Flynn, however, 
denies that he spent a cent of money 
illegitimately to secure his nomina­ 
tion and sa>s that he simply plaved a 
little deception on Staples, the latter 
not being aware that Todd county 
was going to switch.

W A S H I N G T O N . 
Senator Petiigrew has introduce;! a bill in 
ongrt*## to prohibit t he sale of arm s and 
nram unirntion to Indians on reservations, 
providing a penalty of two years’ im prison­ 
ment or $300 fine of encli ofienso. 
It also 
prohibits the Indians from carrying arms, 
unless they have a written permission from 
tl<e agent in charge of the reservation. 
The secretary of the interior has reversed 
a decision of the land commissioner under 
the last adm inistration which will give to 
William Jones his homestead 
in section 3. 
township 02, rnngo 14, of the Duluth dis­ 
trict. 
The secretary goes into the ease in de­ 
tail, showing th a t Jones was n poor mnu, 
who was obliged to leave his land occasion­ 
ally in order to earn money on which to live. 
Testimony was subm itted to the secretary 
th a t he was held in high esteem by many 
prom inent men; th a t his ubsenre from his 
land was about two days every two weeks, 
on the average, and th a t he was a sufferer 
from epileptic fits.

Gen. Urooke reports the arrival o f lriend- 
ly Indians at the ibid Lands cam p and says 
the capture of Sitting H ull’s people and 
Big F oot’s Forces will aid the cllorts of the 
friendlies to bring iu the hostiics.

dian scout reports to Gen. Brooko that 
Short H ull’s followers are anxious to come 
in, but are w ithheld by tlie threats ol K ick­ 
ing Hear, one of Sitting B ull’s agents.

scout thinks, however, th at the Iriendlies* 
ivill at last succeed in bring out Short 
H ull’s follower?. 
The report is th at th eie are about 3,00U 
Indians, including women and children, 
who are badly arm ed, com ing on to join 
those in the Had Lauds.

The shrine of the 
amily idols is decorated with vases 
containing the fragrant gourd called 
the “Hand of Buddha,” and flowers 
of hyacinth and narcissus. At three 
a. m. is the sacrifice to “Heaven and 
E arth.” After the arrangements are 
completed the head of the family 
kneels in front of the table, holding 
in his hand three sticks of incense. 
Knocking his head three times on the 
floor, he expresses his thanks to 
“Heaven and E arth” for past favors 
nnd begs a continuance of them. 
Towards daybreak the sacrifice is 
offered to the idols of the house; 
afterwards, before the ancestral tab ­ 
lets, and then prostration before the 
surviving parents and grandparents, 
doing them reverence. 


In Japan. 
When the New Year arrives in Ja 
pan the people adorn their houses 
with branches of orange, plum, bam. 
boo and pine, each of which being 
C 
laced over the entrance, has a sym- 
olic meaning. The orange, called 
dai-doi, represents the idea of per­ 
petuity, or the wish th a t there may 
be dai-dai—“generation on genera­ 
tion” to keep up the family name. 
The bamboo signifies constancy, as 
it is a wood th a t never changes its 
color, the pine symbolizes perpetual 
joy, while the plum tree, blossoming 
in cold weather, encourages man to 
rejoice in time of trouble, and hops 
for better days.

A Shocking Death. 
Ole J. Nesheim, a resident of Long 
Lake, was instantly killed on Wed­ 
nesday evening while returning to his 
home from this city. 
It seems that 
the victim of the terrible accident 
and two companions had been in 
Brainerd during the day find had 
made the rounds of the saloons and 
were all more or less intoxicated when 
they started to return to their homes 
in the country about 9:30 in the even­ 
ing. 
They had brought in a load of 
railroad ties and were returning on 
the wagon which contained neither 
box or board to sit on. 
One of the 
men sat on the front nxlo driving, the 
deceased and the other man on the 
rear of the wagon.

One of 
them started for this city immediately 
and Coroner Cross went out and 
brought the body to Losey & Dean’s 
morgue, arriving about one o’clock. 
No iD quest was held, the Coroner 
considering it unnecessary under the 
circumstances. 
Mr. Nesheim was a 
farmer and is quite well known in the 
southern part of the county. 
He 
leaves a wife and several children 
whose otherwise happy and pleasant 
Christmas was turned to one of sorrow 
and grief. 


A C h ristm a s B la z e , 
Dr. Camp’s beautiful residence at 
the head of Third street on Bluff 
avenue, was destroyed by fire on 
Thursday morning.

Backus & Co.; four horses to the 
Northern Mills company; one horse 
to Mr. Beede, the cruiser of the 
Northern company; and a couple of 
transient horses. 
The entire loss is 
estimated at $7,000. 
There was no 
insurance on any of the stock and but 
$1,500 on the barn. 
The fire was un­ 
questionably incendiary, and was so 
far advanced when discovered that it 
was impossible to loosen the animals. 
The loss falls heaviest on the Gull 
River Lumber company, as the in­ 
cendiary doubtless intended it should. 
—Lumberman.
